country. Such a monopoly is contrary 10 the idea 
of the people f and whereas, said lease ee«ms from 
its hist ry to have been conceived with the antici­ 
pated idea of class and special legislation, and en­ 
tered into specifically with said company a t a f a r 
less sum than th at offered by many other equally 
as responsible aud capable bidders ; and wh« reas, 
the people of the United States have been cursed 
and down-trodden by the tyrannical encroachment 
and exactions of monopolies in every form, till tl.ev 
are rapidly losing their identity as the sovereigns cf 
the soil ; and whereas, bection 8 of the Act of Con­ 
gress, approved July 1, 1879, entitled “ An Act to 
prevent the exterm ination of fur-bearing animals in 
Alaska,” and by which Act the above-named lease 
was entered into, reads as follows : “ Section 8. And 
be it further enacted th at Congress may at any tim e 
hereafter alter, amend or repeal this Act.”

On Friday, the 21st instant, the Assembly having 
under consideration Mr. Jackson’s A. B. No. 7, to 
prohibit the State from entering into any contracts 
with Chinese, Mr, Jackson arose and said : 
Mr. SpeaKer : 
I did not in u n d to tase up much 
of the tim o of this House ; but I would he false to 
those who pewt me here, those who like myself aro 
obliged to earn their bread by ihe sweat* of their 
brow, if I remained silent after the rem arks of the 
gentleman from San Diego. 
In the course of his rem arks he asserted th at this 
bill was the result of the malady call* d ‘ Kearny- 
ism ,” which cauped the insertion of Article 10 in 
our present Co stitution. 
I am willing to adm it 
th at fact, tu t, eir, there is a malady j r* vailing at 
present of which the honorable gentlem an is a 
victim, more dangerous to the lives of the people 
than th at was, th at is known as the “ Fatherhood 
of God and Brotherhood of M a n t h symptoms 
are that when a man finds himself so lo.-t t<> ail the 
noble instincts which go to m ake the true »» an, and 
finding himself despised bv all true men, he seeks 
arourd for some of the “ brute creation” which 
happens to stand on two legs aiiu seeks io d ra r hia 
fellow man down to tht ir k ve!, bo that at last he can 
pay there is something I am the equal of. 
I have listened to the UniUd States laws read by 
the gentlem an,and I fail to find anything t ere th at 
prohibits us in saying how the f ub’ic mouev should 
be spent, ant’ that, sir, is the nature < f this bill, 
aud, sir, I have yet to hear of a y objecti ns by the 
people to bills of this kind, and I am g ’ad th at be 
took the Republican stand of equality of til. 
Then, again, the decision he reads, w ithout 
claiming to be a lawyer, 1 cla m are not applicable 
to this subject, for, if po, tho Debris Act and the 
letting of contracts for brick 1 n the New City Hall 
would be illegal.

and no State can deprive them of i t ; but vet I find 
th at at times it is necessary ;o 1 e able to vote, in 
order to fully protect one’» property ; a* d y t the 
States of New Hampshire and Rhode Island have 
laws which prohibit certain people fn-m th at right, 
for lack of religious or property qualification 
Ar.d then, an a last appeal to hip party \ c reminds 
them th at the bat le-cry of the party is progress and 
equality to all. To show how inco’ sistcnt he is on 
th at subject, as on every other, his vote and his 
party’s vote on my motion to allow a worn n to he 
Postm istress of th b House was to a man .-gainst it, 
while our side voted for her. 
I say, sir, would it n.-t be better to try to provide 
means by which our sisters could obtain an honor­ 
able means of living than to try to drag tbrm down 
to the level of his pet*, the Chinese ? And I sijq sir, 
the people wi 1 not be content un il ue do pass a 
bill of this kind, and th e efore 1 hope it w i!! pass.

N othing is more common 
than for people who know nothing of the 
question to deliver th eir views upon it in 
th is way, and our w aste-basket has been 
filled repeatedly w ith such effusions. 
W e 
had no means of ascertaining w hether the 
correspondent who signed him self J . M. 
Doyle was a tru stw o rth y au th o rity , and as 
his conclusions were altogether a t varianco 
w ith those of the State Engineers, whom 
we know to be responsible and believed to 
he reliable, we very n atu rally preferred 
th e statem ents of the latter. 
N or has Mr. 
Doyle any right to fetl aggrieved a t our 
action in the m atter, or any excuse for 
stating th at we had “ suppressed” his let- 
lcr, thus insinuating th at wo were in eome 
way afraid to p rin : w hat he said.

Doyle has yet to learn th a t no reputable 
journal ever rushes into p rin t w ith the

sponsible persons when those com m uni­ 
cations im peach th e statem ents of known 
and 
responsible 
persons. 
I t 
is 
the 
object 
of

and 
it conceives th a t th e best way- to do this is 
to m ake sure of the trustw orthiness of all 
com m unications m ade to it. 
Mr. Doyle 
m ay be a better engineer and a more relia­ 
ble authority th an Captain Eads er Mr. 
H all, b n t n either th is jonrnal nor the pub­ 
lic know it, and he m ust not expect to be 
tak en a t his ow n estim ate in th e absence of 
proofs of his capacity. 
As he w ill have an 
opportunity of dem onstrating his assertions 
regarding the Y uba dam , before the Debris 
Investigating Com m ittee, we w ill defer 
fu rth er com m ent u n til he has testified un­ 
d e r oath as to w hat he knows. 


A DANGEROUS DISCOVERY. 


In digging a d itch a t Philadelphia the 
w orkm en have exhum ed a large num ber of 
coffins containing th e rem ains of cholera 
victim s buried some years ago. 
T he prev­ 
alence of a low tem perature m ay avert any 
serions oonsequences from this discovery, 
b u t by no m eans certainly. 
Several in ­ 
stances have occurred in w hich sim ilar ex­ 
hum ations have Bpread infection abroad. 
The cholera was introduced to London in 
very m uch th e sam e way, and th e plague 
has often been dissem inated by sim ilar 


untow ard finds. 


Speaking of th e so-called G ranger and 
E levator decisions of th e U n ited S tates Su­ 
prem e C ourt, G overnor Stanford, in his 
le tte r to the N ew Y ork Cham ber of Com­ 
merce, o bserves: “ These decisions sus- 
“ tain Judge B lack’s assertion, h u t there 
“ can be no deny ing th a t they are a m ost 
“ flagrant violation of th e principles of free 
“ governm ent, and are entirely in harmony 
“ w ith th a t theory of governm ent which 
“ rests its foundation in m ight and asserts 
“ the divine rig h t of kings.” 
The San 
Francisco Chronicle, com m enting upon this, 
rem arks th a t “ his m ust be a singularly 
“ constituted m ind th a t can see th e first 
“ evidence of paternalism in the Govern- 
“ m ent w hen it intervened betw een the 
“ people and th e rapacity of corporations 
“ which it has called into existence.” 
It 
is w ith such loose and flippant travesties 
of fact th a t demagogues seek to disguise 
th e sinister character of their purposes. 
T h at th e doctrine of paternalism pervades 
and informs th e G ranger and E levator de­ 
cisions is, however, easily dem onstrated. 
I t was held by the C ourt in those decisions 
th a t any business or occupation into which 
a public use entered was liable to legisla­ 
tive regulation. 
T h at was the governing 
principle of the decisions, aud no doctiine 
more u tte rly subversive of freedom or more 
hopelessly in conflict w ith th e republican 
theory of governm ent has ever been pro­ 
pounded. A ccording to th e Suprem e C ourt 
it is open to the L egislature to interfere w ith 
aud to re0ulate every phase of hum an ac­ 
tivity, for th ere is no business in which 
men can engage w hich cannot be shown to 
have a “ public use ” of some kind. 
The 
pretense of th e Chronicle th a t in these cases 
the C ourt only “ intervened betw een th e 
“ people and th e rapacity of corporations ” 
is th e sorriest fustion and th e veriest non­ 
sense. 
On th e contrary, the C ourt de­ 
clared th a t th e people were subject to an 
inquisitorial regulative legislation such as 
no despot has ever attem pted to p u t in 
operation. 
I t held th a t th e m om ent any 
m au does an ything w hich brings him into 
connection w ith th e interests of other men, 
he is liable to regulation. 
I t held th a t the 
Legislature has the pow er to fix the price 
of 
everything ; 
not m erely fares and 
freights upon railroads, not m erely w are­ 
house charges, h u t everything. I t asserted 
th a t the price of m eat, of groceries, of 
bread, of vegetables, of dry goods, of 
houses, of 
real 
estate, of 
every con­ 
ceivable 
object 
of 
purchase and sale, 
m ay be fixed 
by th e 
L egislature. 
I t 
announced the m onstrous doctrine th a t 
freedom of comm erce is htnceforth to 
exist 
only 
b y 
sufferance 
in 
the 
U nited States, and th a t at any tim e any 
legislative body may abolish or curtail it 
at its pleasure or caprice. 
If this is not 
paternalism run m ad, w hat is it ? 
M ost as­ 
suredly it is not in harm ony w ith th e prin­ 
ciples of free governm ent. 
Mo?t assuredly 
it w ould have appeared an infam ous and 
impossible doctrine to th e founders of tins 
republic. 
M ost assuredly it is vaia to 
look for aDy excuse or justification for it iu 
the legislation or th e judicial decisions of 
the past. 
G overnor Stanford, in fact, is 
entirely w ithin th e tru th when he says th a t 
these-decisions “ are in flagrant violation 
“ of the principles of free governm ent, and 
“ are 
entirely 
in 
harm ony 
w ith ” 
paternalism . 
N o such portentous stride 
tow ards a crushing 
centralization 
has 
ever been m ade in m odern tim es as the 
Suprem e C ourt accom plished through the 
G ranger and E levator decisions, aud it 
w ill not be long before the people discover 
th a t these rulings em barked the country 
on the m ost dangerous voyage a republic 
ever essayed. 


T here is no form of legislative tyranny 
which is not justified by th e doctrine of 
these cases. 
T here is no industry so 
hum ble, no business so useful, th at it may 
not be subjected to regulation under them . 
I t is as open to th e Legislature to fix the 
rates a t w hich new spapers shall publish 
advertisem ents, as to declare th e profits to 
which the railroad ow ner or warehouseman 
Bhall be restricted. 
The Suprem e C ourt 
had apparently predeterm ined to decide in 
accordance w ith th e bent of current opinion 
and prejudice, and to obtain a ground for 
this decision it was obliged to adopt a 
theory w hich strikes a t th e very founda­ 
tion 
of 
freedom 
and 
independence. 
In order to secure an excuse for regulat­ 
ing 
certain 
classes 
of 
business, 
it 
was 
declared 
th a t 
all 
classes 
of 
business 
are 
equally 
subject to regu­ 
lation. 
The tiu th wa3 th a t the C ourt had 
resolved on taking an indefen-ible lino, 
and to shield itself it swallowed the pa­ 
ternal theory of governm ent a t one gulp. 
The very fact th a t th e C ourt th o u g h t it 
necessary to do th is proves how fallacious 
its doctrine is. 
E verybody can see how 
m onstrous and intolerable a tyranny th e 
general application of these princi pies 
would produce, b u t nothing less than the 
general acceptance of these 
principles 
could serve to excuse the affirm ation of 
the 
regulative 
propositions before the 
Court. 
To excuse a particular wrong, in 
fact, th e C ourt se t up a general wrong. 
To render th e confiscation of corporate 
property possible it was forced to hold 
th a t th e confiscation of all property was 
equally allowable. 
Thus th e people, in 
obtaining 
perm ission to oppress corpo­ 
rations, 
surrendered th eir own defense 
against sim ilar oppression, and thus the 
paternal theory of governm ent was en­ 
grafted upon A m erican law, to th e amaze­ 
m ent and consternation of all in telli­ 
gent and clear-sighted observers, and to 
th e gratification only of fools and dem a­ 
gogues. 
The m ost disastrous “ triu m p h ” 
the people ever 
won was when they 
w rung these iniquitous decisions from a 
too com pliant 
Suprem e C ourt. 
T heir 
utterance was a discredit to th e bench, and 
a severe blow a t popular lib e rty ; and 
there is bu t too m uch reason to fear 
th a t th eir sinister influence will augm ent 
as it descends, and afford excuses for the 
elaboration and expansion of th a t dan­ 
gerous doctrine of centralization whioh, as 
all history shows, is th e deadliest foe of 
dem ocratic governm ent.

the company any knowledge #f such notice. 
W hat seems odd to us about the m atter is 
that if it is true that the Central Pacific did 
not earn its dividends for the six months next 
preceding the last dividend, that it was not 
stopped then, in stead of waiting for the ex­ 
piration of the six months during which the 
company did earn its dividend. 
The M ineral Land B ill. 
W ashington, January 23d.—Following is 
the full text of the mineral land provision 
finally agreed upon in the bill, which passed 
the Senate last Thursday : 
A bill p roviding fo r tire ad ju stm en t of M exican 
land claim s in N evada, Colorado, New M exico, Ari- 
zoua and U tah . 
No allow ance o r confirm ation of 
an y claim snail confer any ria h t or title to any gold, 
silver or quicksilver m ines, unless th e g ra n t claim ed 
effected th e donation o rsaie of such m ines or m ineral 
to tlio g ran tee, o r unless such g an tee has become 
otherw ise en titled th e reto in law o r in eq u ity , and 
ail such m ines and m inerals shall rem ain th e p rop­ 
erty of th e U nited S tates, w ith th e rig h t of w orking 
th e sam e, w hich fact shad be stated in any p aten t 
issued u n d er th is A c t; b u t ao th in g in th is A ct shall 
au th o rize th e w orking of any m ine th e rein by any 
person—th e confirm ee or ids assigns—u n til' Con­ 
g ress shall p rovide by law thereof. 
This clause ¡3 based upon the Spanish and 
Mexican ordinance, which provided th at the 
precious metals should be reserved to the 
Crown, unless 
specially included in the 
grants. 
The motion subm itted by Senator 
Teller, to strike out the whole douse as orig­ 
inally framed by the Revised Claims Com­ 
mission, was defeated—ayes 12, toes 33—but 
the words “ unless and b u t,"as above given, 
were accepted at Teller’s instance, and it is 
believed will protect all mineral rights. The 
other principal conditions, precedent to con­ 
firmation under this bill, are as follow s: 
No claim shell be allow ed fo r an y land o r th e 
ric h t th e reto w hich has h ith erto been law fully acted 
upon an d decided by Congress, o r u n d er its a u th o r­ 
ity. 
No p receding decree o r ac t u n d er th is A ct 
sh a 1 conclude o r affect th e p riv ate rig h ts of persons 
as betw een each o th er, all of w hich ngl ts shall be 
reserved an d saved, to th e sam e effect as if this A ct 
had n o t been passed ; b u t th e proceedings, decrees 
and acts herein provided for shall be conclusive of 
all rig h ts as betw een th e U nited S tates and alt p er­ 
sons claim ing any in terest o r rig h t in such lands.

The firemen, by hard labor, succeeded 
in c infinirg the flames to the dining-room, 
and before the expiration of nn hour had the 
tire completely under c -ntrol.

Hoaelandwas partly bruised by falling plaster 
and burning cinders.

tance of about 50 yards betw een them ­ 
selves and the Indians, th e latter com ­ 
menced to shoot arrow s a t them , and con­ 
tinued skootiDg u ntil they had shot aw ay 
all their arrow s hut one ; m eanwhile Ford 
and A bbott dodged them all u ntil the last, 
which stru ck A bbott u n d tr th e left arm 
aud glanced back and under the shoulder 
blade, penetrating to the depth of about six 
incheB. 
The arrow was h astily w ithdraw n 
ami the tw o n u n left on double-quick 
tim e. 
A bbott felt no particular incon­ 
venience from th e wound,"which healed iu 
due tim e, and rem ained healed until about 
a year aeo, w hen he began to feel soreness 
and pain near w here the arrow penetrated. 
The old cicatrix opened and a slight dis­ 
charge followed aud continued to flow, ac­ 
companied by pain. 
M r. A bbott came to 
Red Bluff yesterday m orning and called on a 
physician to exam ine th e sore. 
The doctor 
soon discovered a foreign substance near 
the wound, w hich he extracted, and it 
proved to be a stoiie arrow head, w hich 
had rem aiced in A hbott’s body for nearly 
th irty years. 
This stone was well shaped, 
hut much less than w hen it first entered, a 
large portion of it having disappeared b y 
decomposition. 
S tra m e to say, Mr. A b­ 
bott felt no inconvenience from its p res­ 
ence uutii about one year ago.

GS2, which i nt..in 820 a res, more or Icsb. 
The said land is included in former Swamp 
L and D istrict X 
4. organized in 18G1, but 
under which no reclamation wai ever made. 
Petitioner desired said land to be set cff from 
D istrict No. 4. which comprised oridually all 
of Tyler Island, and th at the same be de­ 
clared an independent land district for the 
purpose of reclamation. 
The m atter having 
been considered by the Board of Supervisors, 
the followi .g restitution, offered by Mr. 
Beckley, was adopted : T hat the petition of 
Cornelius Cole, h- retofore filed with the 
Board for the erection of new swamp land 
district on Tyler island, is hereby granted, to 
be knowu as 386 ; th at said Cole aud his heirs 
aud assigns .-¡mil keep the front levee of Baid 
new district, a id shall be of sufficient hight 
and s-re tig' it t > protect from ovei flow from 
the front all land back of the district hereby 
erected, and w ith turther understanding that 
any other p-rson or district may use said 
levee w ithout cost or charge for the purpose 
of joining or becoming port of any new levee; 
provided, th at such use shall in no manner 
wesken or m utílate the levee or any part of 
it made under this order, or put any costs, 
charges or expenses upon said Cole, his heirs 
or assigns.

THS DRAINAGE CANAL. 


S tatem ent upon th e P a rt of th e City In 
R elation to th e Pending Suit. 


Iu relation to the suit recently brought 
against the city by the owners of land in the 
vicinity of Beach’s lake, in which damogeB 
are claimed by reason of the overfl iw of their 
lands, alleged to be caused by the drainage 
canal from this city and by neglect upon the 
part of the city in cot constructing an outlet 
from Beach’s lake to Snodgrass slough, as 
originally contemplated, M ayor Turner, upon 
being interviewed, states the m atter to bs as 
follows: 
The canal was originally opened by the 
County Supervisors. 
By an Act of the 
Legislature, approve-! M arch 30,1878, the city 
was authorized to adapt and establish a sys­ 
tem of levees, canals and other Works neces­ 
sary to the 
protection 
of 
Sacramento, 
and the said Trustees were declared to be the 
legal representatives and successors of the 
Board of Supervisors of the county, and of 
the Board of Levee Commissi -ners of the 
city, in all m atters jiertaining to the Sacra­ 
mento Drainage Canal. 
The Act gave the 
Board ot Trustees full authority to repair, 
m aintain and construct canals, levees, etc., to 
the erst of $20,900, b u t they could not expend 
m re than th at am ount without the plans upon 
which it was to be expended were first sub­ 
m itted to and approved by a vote of the 
electors of the city. 
The Board of C ity Trustees took posses­ 
sion r the canal in its partially completed 
condition under this law, and prepared plans 
to widen and improve the CaitaL 
The work 
it w as found would cost more than S20,000, 
and the m atter war accordingly eubinitted to 
a vote of the electors and approved. 
PARTIES BENEFITED TO HELP PAY COSTS. 
By Section 3 of the A ct referred to, it is 
also provided th at “ the city of .Sacramento 
may make such contracts with a' y swamp­ 
land, levee or reclamation district, now in 
existence cr hereafter to be formed, or with 
any person, or body politic or corporate, 
whereby each may be compelled to contribute 
to its proper quota towards any works neces- 
s try to be constructed outside of said city, 
if any levee or any system of drainage pro­ 
jected, constructed, m aintained or kept in 
repair by said city shall be beneficial to any 
levee, swamp land or reclamation district, 
such district shall contribute its just quota to 
the paym ent of the expenses of «uch con­ 
struction, maintenance 
and repair. 
The 
amounts to be paid by the agreement of the 
respective 
Boards cf 
Trustees 
of said 
city 
and districts. 
In 
case 
the 
Baid 
Boards 
of 
Trustees canuot 
agree, the 
D istrict 
Court 
of 
said 
county 
must, 
oil the petition of said city, appoint a Com­ 
mission of not more than three person.-, who 
-hall have power to determine, first, whether 
the levee or drain is beneficial to such swamp 
land, reclamation or levee district, and if so, 
then, second, the proportion of the cost of 
constructing and m aintaining such levee or 
drain which such district ought to pay. 
The 
proportion so fixed shall be conclusive on 
slid city and district, and each m ust there­ 
after contribute to the construction, main- 
tenacea aud repair of such levee or drain in 
the proportion tixrd by such Commission.” 
As the improvement ot the canal would 
greatly aud to the natural drainage of the 
lauds in the section through which it passed, 
and thereby 
BE BENEFICIAL TO THEM, 
And bring them under the provision of the 
statute, the City Trustees endeavored, before 
commencing the work, to procure an arrange­ 
m ent with the Trustees of Levee D istrict No. 
1, through which it passed, whereby the own­ 
ers of the land in th at district should pay 
th -ir proportion of the cost, in accordance 
with the benefit by them t > be derived. 
The Trustees of Levee D istrict No. 1 re- 
fu-ed to take any action in the premises and 
the Trustees • f the city were compelled, in 
order to have the work done without d lay, to 
go on and do it w ithout buch previous agree­ 
ment. 
This was done, and about $30,000 ex 
pended in p u r.1:using the right of way for 
widening the canal, cutting it deeper and 
m aintaining it from the city to Beach’s lake. 
A fter the work was completed a claim was 
made against Levee 
D istrict No. 1 for 
about $3 400 as its share of 
the 
cost, 
and although frequent applications were 
made to the Board requesting action upon 
t oe claim, none was ever taken s • far as can 
be learned, and thti3 the obligation upon 
these land owners in the vicinity through 
which the canal pas-.es was virtually repudi­ 
ated and 
THE CLAIM REJECTED. 
W ith this action upon the p a it of the dis­ 
trict which was benetitéd by the work, and 
which, therefore, under the statute was re ­ 
quited to bear a due proportion of the cost, 
the city authorities did not fe d justified i i 
c n:tinning thew rk from Be tch’s laket-i Snod­ 
grass slough with - u t first obtaining an agree­ 
m ent upon the part >f the reclamation distri -is 
through which it was to pass, whereby the 
land owners should hear their portion of the 
e 'p n " . The reclam ation districts between 
Beach’s lake and Sr.odgra=s slough, through 
which the 1 wer part of the canal was to be 
constructed, have failed to organize, and have 
thus prevented any euch agre-m e n t being 
effected, although desired and sought by the 
Board of C ity Trustees. 
The M ayor states th a t the Board of City 
Tru-U es are ready, as they alw.,ya have been, 
and desirous to enter into any acceptai le 
arrangements for completion of the work, and 
are anxirus to have the construction cairied 
forward, as they regard it highly im portant 
to the interests of Sacramento, with a view 
to completing its drainage system, and that 
at the same time it will prove extremely 
beneficial to the section of country through 
which it is to pa-H and relieve the lands from 
overfl iw in the vicinity cf Beach’s lake.

A h Chow repeatedly about it, but the latter 
claimed th at his sewing machines were out of 
order so th at he could not get them done, and 
he wanted funds to get them repaired. 
Trie 
firm lent him $10 for this purpose, and yet 
the m atter was not corrected. 
On Saturday M r. Eikus applied to Chief 
K archer in the m atter, who, with the assist­ 
ance of officers Carroll, Rider and Briosell, 
made au iuvestivation. 
Ah Chow was taken 
to the police headquarters and searchei, and 
several tickets from Chinese pawn shops 
found in I is possession.

long flight of staiis for the street, and Brown 
followed in like manner and secured his man, 
and he was taken by the officers and locked 
UP-, 
. 
i’he pawn-tickets were then presented to 
the Chinese shop-, a d 11 pairs of fine red 
woolen drawers and 22 pairs of overalls were 
obtained from one, and 58 blue cloth blouses 
and 21 pairs overalls at another, a 1 with the 
mark of L. Elkus k Co. upon them. 
Sub­ 
sequently S. Coney’s second-! aud clothing 
store, on K street near F ront was visited, 
and 11 pairsof drawers and 23pairsof overall- 
were f..und, upon which pieces of cloth were 
stitched over the trade m ark of Elku< & Co., 
and the size of the garments marked with 
p noil upon these pieces to conceal the fact 
that they were put on to cover up the name 
of the owners of the goods. 
The officers con­ 
tinued the search and found at Zemansky’s 
place, between I and J , 36 pairs more of 
overalls and 22 paiis of drawers. 
'in tro are still a large number of articles 
missing, but Ah Chow tays he sold them and 
can’t tell now where they are. 
E ight sewing 
machines belonging to Ah Chow have been 
taken by Chief K archer to the Police Station 
to awuit the result of the case and uiake 
good any further deficiencies caused by the 
“ wavs that are dark and tricks th at are 
vain ” of this interesting operator.
